'coal production, one lakh tons is intended to be done by shaft 
mining which needs foreign equipment. The increase of coal 
J^u^pi^epepjis-tipon ; foreign, eteorpflaent.^ "SiAjje the 
Government of India feel that therl ltfli^^4$fjjgl$tS$i 
securing, ftfejgft «q&jpft6nt for increased production of coal, 
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the original target was reduced to 40 lakh tons, Since the 
same position continues, there is no change in increasing coal 
production. There is no further latest information, Sir, about . 
the target figures. 

Sri T- Nagi Reddy : My question was : Government 
should immediately protest against the act of the Central 
Government for having i educed the production in Singareni 
coal mines by not giving it enough foreign exchange at a 
time when Singareni coal mines were the only coal mines in 
existence in South India. Where is the question of reducing 
foreign exchange for this coal mine which is capable of supply 
ing the whole South? What is the use of getting of coal from 
the Forth which gives greater transport difficulty ? 

Sri K. Brahmananda Reddy : I have already read to 
you, Sir. The Ministry concerned is being reminded from time 
to time, 

Sri T. Nagi Reddy : I was told previously that the 
Government had not the data with them as to how much 
foreign exchange was reduced in the wholy country and what 
is the percentage of reduction in our State. I would like to 
know whether, having found out all these facts, the Govern- 
ment would come forward and tell the Central Government 
that to reduce foreign exchange to Singareni Goal mines and 
reduce its production from 60 lakhs of tons to 40 lakhs of tons 
is a loss not only to the Singareni coal mines as a coal mine 
but loss to the whole of the South. 

Sri K. Brahmananda Reddy : That is what is being said;
